LAWS OF THE STATE OF NEVADA 


Passed by the Tenth Session of the Leg- 
islature, 1881, 


-Cuarprer I.—An Act to create a Legisla- 
tive Fund. 


{Approved January 7. 1881.] 
The people of the State of Nevada, 
represented in Senate and Assembly, do 
enact as follows: 


Section 1. For the purpose of paying 
the salaries of the members and attaches 
of the present Legislature, the mileage 
of the members and the incidental ex- 
penses of the respective Houses, the 

State Treasurer is hereby authorized 

and required to set apart from any 
moneys now in the General Fund, not 
otherwise specially appropriated, the 
sum of seventy-five thonsand dollars, 
which shall constitute a fund to be 
nominated by the State Legislative 
Fand. 

Sec. 2. The State Controller is 
hereby authorized and required to draw 
his warrant on said fund in favor of the 
members and attaches of the Senate 
and Assembly for stationery allowance, 
mileage, compensation and incidental 
expenses of the respective Houses, when 

properly certified to him in accordance 
with law, and the State Treasurer is 
hereby authorized and required to pay 
the same.

In view of the facts herewith pre- 
sented and representing as I do the 
western portion of the State, I cannot 
consistently reccommend that the 
Legislature grant the apgropriation 
asked for in the majority report. 
Perhaps it may not be out of place 
here to suggest to your honorable 
bodies the policy cf,so amending the 
law as to elect Regents for long and 
short terms. It is desirable to have 
at least one of the members of the 
Board who understands the condition 
of its affairs. This amendment will 
prevent the embarrassments often at- 
tendant upon an entirely new Board. 
The Legislature may also provide for 
a minority representation in the 
Board—a feature in representation 
which is rapidly becoming popular in 
other States—so that each political 
party may be represented in the man- 
agement of affairs; say the party in 
the mujority elect two Regents and 
the minority party elect one.

SHOT IN THE STREET. 


|A WOMAN WOUNDED IN A MYS- 


TERIOUS WAY. 


Mrs. Wm. Jones the Vietim— Her Ac 
count of the Affair—The Pistol Car- 
ried by Mrs. Fuss- The Shot Proba- 
bly Accidental, and the Wound Not 
Fatal. 


Considerable excitement was created 
in town last evening by the report that 
a woman had been shot on the street. 
It was learned that the woman was 
Mrs. William Jones, born Kate Me- 
Leish, and it was at first believed that 
the wound would prove fatal. The 
shooting occurred about half past 
eight o clock. The wounded woman 
was taken to Osburn & Shoemaker's 
drug store, where she received medi- 
cal aid, and recovered sufficiently to 
walk home. She was found this morn- 
ing at the house of Mrs. Fuss, on North 
Virginia street, lying in bed with a 
wet cloth on her forehead, but appar- 
ently not suffering, asd able to talk 
freely about the affair. The following 
was the statement, in substance,which 
she commuopicated with an alternation 
of smiles and tears: 

MRS. JONES’ STORY. 


She was walking throngh town last 
Monday morning, and was accosted 
by a stranger whom she had never seen 
before and had not since laid eyes on. 
He asked her if her name was not 
Mrs. Jones. she told him it was. Then 
he said that one evening, two or three 
days before, he was met in the street 
by a woman, unknown to him, who 
asked him if he knew Mrs. Jones. He 
said he did not. The woman then 
told him that she had it in“ for her, 
and was going to take it out,” or 
words to that effect. The stranger 
related the whole conversation to Mrs. 
Jones on Monday morning, and she 
beame alarmed, dreading an attack of 
some kind. Last evening she went to 
her mother’s house, up the track, with 
Mrs. Fuss. They were returning to-

Evidently the 
pistol must have been held very close 
to the garment to have. burnt a hole 
like that. Mrs. Fuss said this morn- 
ing that when she and Mrs. Jones 
started out last night they took a pis- 
tol with them for protection, as Mrs. 
Jones was apprehensive of attack. In 
coming home Mrs. Fuss held the pis- 
tol in hor right hand, and her left arm 
was entwined in Mrs. Jones’ right. 
When asked this morniog if the shoot- 
ing might not have been owing to the 
accidental discharge of the pistol car- 
ried by Mrs, Fuss, both were positive 
that it did not go off. The pistol was 
a four-chambered Sharp's, and Mrs. 
Jones said she discharged one chamber 
on Monday night, down by the foun- 
dry, just to see how it worked. She 
did not know how many shvts there 
were left in it. 

PROBABLY ACCIDENTAL. 

From an investigation of all -the 
facts, it appears probable that the 
shooting was done by either Mrs. Fuss 
or Mrs. Jones, and was accidental. 
The burat cloak shows the pistol to 
nave been discharged close to the 
body, yet the women say they saw 
no one at the time. It was net so 
dark last evening that any person 
could not have been seen at a distance 
of ten feet. The women were perhaps 
excited, and in manipulating the pistol 
nervously, the discharge was probably

The following particulars of a horrible 
story are taken from the Silver State: 
“Early this (Tuesday) morning Dep- 
uty Sheriff Fellows observed some 
young hogs making an onslaught on a 
strange-looking package near a fence 
in a certain back street near the centre 
of town. His curiosity being excited, 
and being of an inquisitive turn of 


mind, he thought he would examine’ 


into the nature of the package. Driv- 
ing away the hungry creatures that 
were collected around it, he was sur- 
prised and horrified to find the remains 
of what had evidently been a finely- 
formed infant.

Comstock Contemporaries Coommupi- 
cate Information About this Curious 
Fish. 


Referring to the Gazerre's recent 
article about the cooyouie, the Gold 
Hill News says: “This fish seems to 
be peculiar to the lower portion of the 
Truckee, and used to be brought to 
Virginia and Gold Hill several years 
ago in quaatities for sale. The Indi- 
ans and others who brought them 
called them ‘“‘cooyo,” or something 
similar, but had no English name for 
them. They are shaped something 
like the mullet or sucker, plump and 
well rounded, and the flesh is white 
and coarsely laminated, much re- 
sembling that of the codfish in both 
looks and taste. They are really very 
fine eating, and it seems strange that 
more of them are not brought to mar- 
ket. Perhaps, however, they are not 
so plentiful and easily captured as 
trout, and do not find so ready a sale. 

A Gazette reporter is informed 
that the cooyouie will not take any 
kind of bait. The Indians stop them 
by building dams in the river, and 
catch them with their hands. 

The Enterprise of this morning gives
